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As to the JFK case, we are much nearer to a solution than we were 
a year ago, In fact, if we had a Congressional Committee (with 
subpoena power) through which to work, I am confident that we 
could 11 crack” this case in one day’s hearing. 

As to the King case, we have information in hand which proves 
that a conspiracy was responsible for the murder, (See enclosed 
report on trip to England), Unfortunately, Ray will never be 
tried until he can prove that he was denied the right to counsel 
at his Memphis hearing (I can f t call it a trial). It is my best 
judgment that the King case, if it is to be "solved,” will have 
to be done outside the Tennessee courts. That * s where we have a 
considerable role* w ' 

As to the RFK case, we have a number of researchers In Los Angeles 
(and elsewhere) working hard* There has been considerable progress 
but, again, no breakthroughs. 



OUTLOOK 

We are still aiming toward a Congressional investigation. It is 
my belief that by the end of 1970 > at least one Congressman will 
note the necessity (and even the political possibilities) of such 
a probe. 

We are also going to use the federal courts. Dr, John Nichols of 
Kansas City has a suit pending for release of the JFK autopsy 
pictures. X-rays, etc,, under the Freedom of Information Act, 
Another suit, re King case, will be filed soon in Washington, 
Other cases are planned. 

We also hope to be able soon to put much of our information into 
computer form, which will ultimately be of great help. Computers 
cannot "solve” the cases, but they can certainly help-
